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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant has responded to the Office Action, mailed on 9/8/2005. However, the 
Response is incomplete. Applicant is suggested to complete section 37 CFR 41 .202 (a) (2) to 
(4) in a single response for the Board of Appeals. Applicant has also proposed 21 counts 
(claims) but has not explained how these counts patentablily distinguish from each other. Note 
that 37 CFR 4 1 .20 1 defines counts. 

It is also noted that there is an error on the claim chart, received on March 6 th 2006. In 
the last row of the Basis in Specification column, the first phrase "Column 8, lines 54-48" is 
incorrect. Applicant is required to correct the error. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 57-77 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
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it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The specification has failed to 
support the following limitations in the claims: 

Claims 57-58, 69, and 74 recite "a first current blocking layer", "a second current 
blocking layer", and "a preselected agent". Only oxidized layers and "current confinement 
means" are mentioned in the specification but "current blocking layer". 

Claim 65 recites "said etchant is an acid". 

It is noted that claims of an interference application do not have to be identical. Support 
is more important than idential language. Therefore, applicant is requested to amend the claims 
in order to have all supports in the specification and avoid the indefinite language. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 64-65 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The claims recite "said preselected agent is an etchant" and "said etchant is an 
acid" which are confusing because claim 57 has defined "said first current blocking layer being 
subject to physically change when exposed to a preselected agent" and claim 62 recites "said 
preselected agent is an oxidizing agent and said physical change is oxidation". It is noted that 
before being physically changed by oxidizing, the layer is conductive layer, not current blocking 
layer. The preselected agent is strongly believed to be an oxidizing vapor, not etchant. Etchant 
like acid is used to etch the laser to create pits (58 and 58') which is "means for selectively 
exposing a portion of said first current blocking layer".
